REFLECTS 


Questions regarding the needs and rights of Hutterite 
brethren in Alberta and the responsibilities of other 
Albertans to the Hutterite people come sharply into 
focus with every application for establishment of a new 
colony. Because the questions have a religious connota~ 
tion, dealing with the right of a people to observe their 
chosen religion without oppression, these questions are 
difficult to resolve, 


But they will not go away, The Hutterite population now in 
Alberta is about 7,000 in 76 colonies, Of these 25 are 
located north of Calgary, which includes 14 colonies north 
of Red Deer, A colony is established with approximately 
60 = 70 people, When it grows to between 130 and 140 
people it is split and a new colony established, It takes 
about 15 years for a colony to grow to the numbers 
calling for a split. 


People of this area are now examining some of the pro- 
blems of Hutterite colonies, with an application in by the 
Sandhills Brethren for a colony in the northeast area of 
the Municipal District of Sturgeon, Strong opposition to 
the application is being submitted to the Communal 
Property Control Board by both individuals and municipal 
councils in the MD, 


The right of religious freedom strikes at the very core 
of democracy, and it is a right deserving of protection by 
Canadians, But if the religious beliefs of a minority 
group cause that group to work a sever hardship on a 
majority, then there is cause for concern about the rights 
of the majority. 


The Hutterite people do not enter into the life of the 
community, nor do they support the aims and objectives 
of the community as it strives to create a healthy and 
progressive climate for its people in matters such as 
education, recreation and social activities, They give 
very little support to small business firms, These 
activities are indeed vital to a good life for the people 
of any area, So the question arises - must a majority 
of people in a district accept a group of neighbors who 
will in effect choke off a portion of their district from 
normal community life and development? 


As long as municipalities can be found where a majority 
of the residents will not oppose the establishment of a 
colony, the control board can justifiably reject a Hutter- 
ite colony for a municipality which does oppose it, When 
such municipalities cannot be found, who is going to have 
prior rights? 


It will be a very difficult decision for our representatives 
in provincial government, and it may become necessary 
to demand some changes in the attitudes of the Hutterite 
people if they wish to live in Alberta,

was the fact that St, Albert 
taxes were a good deal high- 
er than in Edmonton, “But 
that gap is rapidly closing, 
as Edmonton faces more 
bridge construction, rapid 
transit and other major cap= 
ital expenditures.’’ On the 
other hand, St, Albertseems 
to be stabilizing to the point 
where we will no longer have 
to pay such a large premium 
for living here. ‘‘I think we 
are going inthe right direc- 
tion now, and council has 
not made too many mistakes 
over the past few years any- 
way,.’’
